Apartment 3, Oak¬ 
land, California, who wrote that in spite of the fact 
that Tabori is doing well in the united states (He has 
a car, movie camera and a good job), he plans to return 
to Hungary because of offers by the Hungarian government 
of more sports possibilities, 

According to Telegdy, Tabori, who now resides 
at 2205 TJest 6 th street. Room 508, Los Angeles, Califor¬ 
nia, has a sister and brother-in-law living in the 
United States, His mother and father, however, reside 
in Hungary. 

Telegdy advised that Igloi used to reside with 
Tabori in Los Angeles and probably influenced Tabori to 
remain in the united States. But now Igloi resides in 
Oakland and Tabori does not have his restraining influ¬ 
ence. Telegdy had no information that coercion was bo* 
ing used by the Hungarian government against Tabori, 
but suspected such might bo the case because of the 
propaganda value which the Hungarian 
gain if Tabori returned.

investigation, information furnished by a confidential source, ( E ) would disclose techniques and procedures for law enforcement 
investigations or prosecutions, or would disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure could 
reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law, or ( F ) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical safety of any 
individual; 

(b)(8) contained in or related to examination, operating, or condition reports prepared by, on behalf of, or for the use of an agency responsible for 
the regulation or supervision of financial institutions; or 

(b)(9) geological and geophysical information and data, including maps, concerning wells.

(d)(5) information compiled in reasonable anticipation of a civil action proceeding;

(k)(4) required by statute to be maintained and used solely as statistical records; 

(k)(5) investigatory material compiled solely for the purpose of determining suitability, eligibility, or qualifications for Federal civilian 
employment or for access to classified information, the disclosure of which would reveal the identity of the person who furnished 
information pursuant to a promise that his/her identity would be held in confidence; 

(k)(6) testing or examination material used to determine individual qualifications for appointment or promotion in Federal Government service the 
release of which would compromise the testing or examination process; 

(k)(7) material used to determine potential for promotion in the armed services, the disclosure of which would reveal the identity of the person who 
furnished the material pursuant to a promise that his/her identity would be held in confidence. 
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
